Additional Marine General 


As a result of the appointment of a 
considerable number of second lieuten- 
ants and a redistribution in grade based 
on the increased officer personnel, the 
Marine Corps will gain one additional 
major general.

Bill Aids Pensions 


Full restoration of pension to widows 
of officers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Services, curtailed or cut off entirely 
by the Economy Act, is provided in legis- 
lation passed by Congress this week and 
now awaiting the President’s signature. 


74 to 1, 
HR 6995, which 
reenact all laws granting pensions 
Spanish American War veterans and 
their dependents which were in effect 
prior to March 19, 1933. If signed by 
the President, the measure will increase 
the pension now being drawn by widows 
of Regular Service personnel who come 
under the non-service connected Spanish 
War law, from $22.50 to $30 a month. In 
addition, it will wipe out the so-called 
“poverty clause’, which denies a pension 
to a widow who has a taxable income.

The Medical Corps, by the bill, secures 
11 additional captains and 18 additional 
commanders, A board will be convened 
on or about Sept. 16 to select officers 
for advancement to these grades. In the 
Supply Corps, one additional captain 
was provided and ten more commanders. 
The Construction Corps receives four 
additional captains and the Civil Engi- 
neer Corps one more commander. Dates 
for the convening of boards to select 
officers to fill these vacancies have not 
yet been definitely set. 

Besides granting these promotions, the 
bill provides involuntary retirement for 
officers not selected for promotion who 
have completed certain specified num- 
bers of years service and who have been 
considered by three selection boards, two 
of which must have been convened since 
the passage of the act. This means that, 
there will be no immediate separations. 
The eliminations take place only in the 


grades of MWeutenant, junior grade, 
through commander. 
As was the case when the bill was 


passed providing selection for the lower 
ranks in the Line, a few officers who 
have made their number for promotion 
under the seniority system but who have 
not yet been commissioned, will lose 
their promotion and have to be selected 
to the next higher rank. It is said, 
however, that there is only a handful of 
officers in this situation, and all of them 
either failed in their first examination 
and are awaiting a reexamination or 
have been too ill to undergo the exami- 
nation.

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Editors of Nation Comment on Matters of Interest to Army and Navy 


The following editorials of interest to the personnel of the Army and Navy have 
heen published in leading newspapers recently. 





Pstablishment of the proposed memorial to Maj. Gen. Goethals is urged by the 
Newport, R. 1., Daily News. 

“It is proposed that a suitable memorial be built to Major General Goethals 
within the Canal Zone. Newport knew the famous builder well,” states the News. 
“He lived here a good many years when he was attached to the Army Engineers 
office that used to be so well known here in years gone by. General Goethals made 
many friends in this city, and both he and his family were prominent in army and 
navy circles, 

“The work he did in the Canal Zone is known round the world. When Goethals 
was appointed chief engineer of the Panama Canal project in 1907, he was confronted 
by tremendous difficulties before which lesser men had succumbed. To problems of 
luyout of land that many engineers had regarded as insuperable, were added lack of 
sanitation and the ravages of yellow fever. 

“In spite of all these, Goethals went forward. He never seemed discouraged. 
He never seemed to lose heart. He was quiet, determired, and had faith. He in- 
spired his subordinates, both of the army and in civil life, with something of his own 
qualities, and they went ahead with the building of the canal. Goethals was so 
energetic in bis way he aroused the admiration of Theodore Roosevelt, himself as 
full of energy as a dynamo. “That fellow Goethals is a hummer; he gets things 
done,’ President Roosevelt told a group of reporters, when they were discussing 
progress of the Canal. 

“The commercial and defensive advantages of bringing the east and west coasts 
of the United States within a few days of each other is only part of what was 
accomplished. Speedy direct communication between the two continents of the 
Western hemisphere was made possible and the ends of the earth were brought closer 
together. ‘It was a magnificent job of work, splendidly done,’ as President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt once told the General, 

“A suitable memorial should be dedicated to General Goethals. Just what its 
form should be we do not pretend to say. Possibly a commission consisting partly 
of army engineers and partly of some who knew and worked with the general 
would be best suited to determine the form of the, memorial.” 





Observance of the anniversary of the Battle of Bull Run on July 21, 1861 is 
advocated by the Oklahoma City Daily Oklahoman, Study of the rout of the un- 
trained and poorly officered Union troops by the Confederate army on that occasion 
is suggested by that newspaper as a lesson in the need for preparedness. 

“very citizen of pacific convictions should learn the fearful cost of unpre- 
paredness at Bull Run before he undertakes to destroy the military machinery of 
his country,” states the Oklahoman, “For the amazing rout of the Union forces 
on that bitter July day was the iron consequences of a long campaign against mili- 
turism and ended a 30 years’ appeal for the abolition of the military school at 
West Point. 

“Prior to the Civil war the military academy was shockingly inefficient. Mili- 
tary tactics were taught after a fashion only. * * * while the academy was giving

“Sentimentalists who for 30 years preceding Bull Run had been demanding thp 
abolition of West Point and the dismemberment of the army were largely regpop. 
sible for that July tragedy in Virginia. Their energetic presentation of pacific anj 
anti-military sentiments bore a bitter fruitage when an untrained mob led by 
novices faced the guns of regiments somewhat better trained and distinctly bette 
officered.” 





“The upper brackets of the profession of arms gain a new prestige through the 
adventure experienced by Major General George E. Leach, chief of the nationg| 
guard,” states the San Diego Union. “General Leach has flouted the buck privatey 
crack abont generals’ dying in bed. Trapped in a flaming plane some thousands of 
feet above a western desert, General Leach freed himself, bailed out at the pilot's 
word of command, and made a rafe landing in the wilderness. At a general officer's 
time of life, it takes an extraordinary equipment in the way of nerve to step out 
on the wing and take off—in our considered opinion, it takes nerve at any time 
of life.

Pass Air Field Bill 

The Senate on July 29 passed the 
bill, HR 7022 “to authorize the selection, 
construction, installation, and modifica- 
tion of permanent stations and deputs 
for the Army Air Corps, and frontier- 
air-defense bases generally.” 

The bill previously was passed by the 
House and now awaits the President’s 
signature. There has been some rumors 
that he will decline to sign it, but 
nothing official has been stated. 

The bill originally was presented by 
Representative Wilcox of Florida but 
on the suggestion of the War Depart- 
ment an entirely next text, drafted by 
the War Plans section of the General 
Staff, was substituted for Mr. Wilcox’s 
text. 

The discussion in the Senate Monday 
was as follows: 

Mr, FLETCHER. “Mr. President, this 
is a House bill which passed the House 
without a dissenting vote. It is strongly 
recommended by the War Department, 
as is indicated by the report accompany- 
ing the bill. The report indicates that 
the Secretary of War stated: 

“I desire to advise you that the bill 
has the full approval of the War De- 
partment,” 

“The bill does not provide for any 
appropriation. It simply authorizes a 
study and investigation by the War De- 
partment in various portions of the 
country, as stated in the bill, with a 
view to determining the location and 
what would be required in the way of 
additional Air Corps stations, and so 
forth. The bill clearly states its object 
which is to enable the War Department 
to make a study and investigation re- 
specting the need for air stations in 
different sections of the country, and 
then to report to Congress. When the 
report shall come to Congress it will 
then be for the Congress to pass upon 
the subject and make recommendations 
for the necessary appropriations, if any 
shall be required.” 

Mr. KING. “Has this bill any rela- 
tion to the so-called ‘Wileox bill’ of 
which we have heard very much and as 
to which we have been bombarded from 
various parts of the United States by 








chambers of commerce and otherwise 
for enormous appropriations?” 


Mr. FLETOHER. “This bill does not 
call for any appropriation. As I said, 
it passed the House without a dissenting 
vote. The question of outlay and ex- 
pense is all for the future. The De- 
partment would merely be authorized 
to make an investigation and to report 
to Congress, and then it would be for 
the Congress to determine whether an 
appropriation should me made.” 

Mr. KING. “The Senator knows that 
both the War Department and the Navy 
Department, during these times when 
there is so much talk of war in other 
countries, are flagellating us almost 
daily for increased appropriations for 
the Army and for the Navy. The result 
will be that before we shall have ad- 
journed we will have appropriated one 
billion one or two hundred million dol- 
lars for the next fiscal year for the 
Army and the Navy.” 

Mr. FLETCHER. “I appreciate the 
Senator’s position in regard to these 
matters, but this bill does not call for 
an appropriation. It simply provides 
for study and investigation. It would 
give the Department authority to sur- 
vey the whole country, including Alaska, 
and report back to Congress where they 
think the stations ought to be located 
and where they are needed for peace- 
time training of the Air Corps. I think 
it is a very important bill.” 

Mr. VANDENBERG. “Mr. President, 
does the Senator from Florida mean 
there would be no purchases until a 
subsequent report to Congress?” 

Mr. FLETCHER. “Absolutely.” 

The PRESIDENT pro tempore. “Is 
there objection to the present considera- 
tion of the bill?” 

There being no objection, the bill was 
considered, ordered to a third reading, 
read the third time, and passed, as fol- 
lows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the Secretary of 
War is hereby authorized and directed to 
determine in all strategic areas of the 
United States, including those of Alaska 
and our overseas possessions and holdings, 
the location of such additional permanent 
Air Corps stations and depots as he deems 
essential, in connection with the existing 








Air Corps stations and depots and the en- 
largement of the same when necessary, for 
the effective peace-time training of the Gen 
eral Headquarters Air Force and the Air 
Corps components of our overseas garrisons. 
In determining the locations of new stations 
and depots, consideration shall be given to 
the following regions for the respective pur- 
poses indicated: (1) The Atlantic Northeast 

to provide for training in cold weather and 
in fog; (2) the Atlantic Southeast and Car 
ribbean areas—to permit training in long 
range operations, especially those incident 
to reinforcing the Panama Canal; (3) the 
Southeastern States—to provide a depot 
essential to the maintenance of the General 
Headquarters Air Force; (4) the Pacific 
Northwest—to establish and maintain air 
communication with Alaska; (5) Alaska 
for training under conditions of extreme 
cold; (6) the Rocky Mountain area—to pro- 
vide a depot essential to the maintenance 
of the General Headquarters Air Force, and 
to afford, in addition, opportunity for 
training in operations from fields in high 
altitudes; and (7) such intermediate sta- 
tions as will provide for transcontinental 
movements incident to the concentration of 
the General Headquarters Air Force for 
maneuvers. 

In the selection of sites for new perma- 
nent Air Corps stations and depots and in 
the determination of the existing stations 
and depots to be enlarged and/or altered, 
the Secretary of War shall give considera 
tion to the following requirements: 

1. The stations shall be suitably located 
to form the nucleus of the set-up for con- 
centrations of General Headquarters Air 
Force units in war and to permit, in peace, 
training and effective planning, by respon 
sible personnel in each strategic area, for 
the utilization and expansion in war, of 
commercial, municipal, and private flying in 
stallations. 

2. In each strategic area deemed necessary, 
there shall be provided adequate storagé 
facilities for munitions and other essentials 
to facilitate effective movements, concentra- 
tions, maintenance, and operations of the 
General Headquarters Air Force in peace 
and in war. 

3. The stations and depots shall be located 
with a view to affording the maximum warn 
ing against surprise attack by enemy air- 
craft upon our own aviation and its essential 
installations, consisting with maintaining, in 
connection with existing or contemplated ad- 
ditional landing fields, the full power of the 
General Headquarters Air Force for such 
close and distant operations over land and 
sea as may be required in the defense of 
the continental United States and in'the de- 








possessions and holdings. 
4. The number of stations and depots 
shall be limited to those essential to the 


foregoing purposes. 

See. 2. To accomplish the purposes of this 
act, the Secretary of War is authorized to 
accept, on behalf of the United States, free 
of encumbrances and without cost to the 
United States, the title in fee simple to such 
lands as he may deem necessary or desir 
able for new permanent Air Corps stations 
and depots and/or the extension of or addi 
tion to existing Air Corps stations or de 
pots: or with the written approval of the 
President, to exchange for such lands exist 
ing military reservations or portions thereof 
or, if it be found impracticable to secure 
the necessary lands by either of these 
methods, to purchase the same by agree 
ment or through condemnation proceedings 

See. 3. The Secretary of War is further 
authorized and directed to construct, install 
and equip, or complete the construction, in 
stallation, and equipment, inclusive of bomb 
proof protection as required, at each of sald 
stations and depots, such buildings and 
utilities, technical buildings and _ utilities 
landing fields and mats, and all utilities and 
appurtenances thereto, ammunition storage 
fuel and oil storage and distribution sy* 
tems therefor, roads, walks, aprons, docks 
runways, sewer, water, power, station and 
aerodrome lighting, telephone and signal 
communications, and other essentials, includ 
ing the necessary grading and removal @& 
remodeling of existing structures and it 
stallations. He is authorized, also, to direct 
the necessary transportation of personnel 
and purchase, renovation, and transports 
tion of materials, as in his judgment may Ue 
required to carry out the purposes of this 
act. The Secretary of War is further 
authorized to acquire by gift, purehase 
lease, or otherwise, at such locations as may 
be desirable, such bombing and machine 
gun ranges as may be required for the 
proper practice and training of tactical 
units. 

Sec. 4. There is hereby authorized to be 
appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury of the United States not otherwise 
appropriated, such sums of money a8 may 
be necessary, to be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of War for the 
purposes of this act, including the expense 
incident to the necessary surveys, which 4? 
propriation shall continue available until ex 
pended: Provided, That the provisions of 
section 1136, Revised Statutes (U.

Navy Treaty Ratios 

(Following is the substance of an 
interview with Mr. N. M. Hubbard, jr., 
executive vice-president of the Navy 
League of the United States. The opin 
ions and assertions are personal ones 
and are not to be construed as officially 
reflecting the views of the Navy 
League.) 

The United States has little to fear 
from the British naval ratio grant to 
Germany. Nothing but a general Euro 
pean war would have had the least 
chance to stop Germany in building a 
Navy when she can finance one. 

British diplomacy obtained an agree 
ment from Germany that she would not, 
in the future, use her submarine forces 
for attacks upon merchant vessels 
whatever that agreement amounts to. 
However, this agreement is not embodied 
in the note from Sir Samuel Hoare to 
Joachim von Ribbentrop or the latters 
reply, in which form the Anglo-German 
Naval ratio agreement was embodied. 

By granting Germany 35% of British 


fleet strength Germany emerges from 
treaty bondage with British approval, 


which restores cordial relations between 
the two nations; ingratiates Britain 
with Japan by increasing Germany’s 
ability to restrain Russia from inter- 
ferences with Japan while that country 
consolidates her gains in North China 
und on the border of outer Mongolia, 
und offsets, in a measure, the Japanese 
objection to the release of Russia from 
international coventry. 

France and Italy may deem it neces- 
sury to increase their respective fleets 
to meet the situation, but the estab 
lished British policy to maintain a fleet 
equal to that of any two European 
powers would operate to render any 
considerable increase by France and 
Italy substantially unavailing, as any 
increase in British fleet power grants a 
ratable increase of the German fleet 


under the provisions of the Anglo-Ger- 
man Agreement. 

On the other hand, the announced de- 
cision of the British Admiralty to dis 
ecard the ratio system of naval limita- 
tions in any future international agree 


ments while relieving Great Britain 
from serious embarassments transfers 
these embarassments bodily to the 


United States. 

So long as the British recognized the 
system of either category or global 
ratio, she was morally bound to stand 
with the United States on the 5-5-3 ratio 
for the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan; with the ratio abandoned by 
both Great Britain and Japan the only 
other method for Naval limitations that 
have been advanced or devised, if ac- 
cepted by the United States, would deny 
this country the ability to protect its 
commerce on the high seas, to maintain 
its National policies, to protect its over- 
seas interests or to defend its territorial 
possessions from attack and would strip 
us of world influence and world power. 

By reason of our geographical loca- 
tion and lack of Naval bases we cannot 
consent to a reduction below 35,000 
maximum tonnage of capital ships or 
below 10,000 tons for cruisers: we can- 
not consent to the reductions of cruiser 
armament to 6” guns because of our 
many fewer merchant ships convertible 
into 6” gun cruisers: Budget limitations 
would reduce our fleet to less than one- 
half the strength of the Japanese fleet 
and about 60% of the British fleet. The 
suggestion that each power notify all 
other powers of its Naval construction 
program for a definite term of years is 
rendered unavailing to the United States 
by reason of its form of Government 
which restricts appropriations to cover 
Naval construction costs to the ensuing 
fiscal year. 

As all or any of these alternative 
methods of limitation are acceptable to 
both Great Britain and Japan, the an- 
nouncement of British abandonment of 
ratio limitations will be deeply appreci- 
ated in Japan and further incline Japan 
to protect British interests in China. 

We cannot justly complain of the 
Dritish attitude, 

Our location, our National traditions 
and what our people believe to be the 
hest itnerests of the Nation restricts us 
to playing a lone hand in world polities. 

If we wish to maintain our indepen- 
dence we had best see to it that the 
hand is strong.

Consider Reserve Bills 

‘Two bills in behalf of Reserve Officers 
of the Army were discussed Friday by 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 
One of these was the House bill to 
create a Reserve division in the War 
lepartinent, similar to the present Na- 
tional Guard Bureau. The other is the 
Thomason bill, also enacted by the 
llouse, features of which are the pro- 
posed detail of 2,000 Reserve Officers 
unnually for a one year’s tour of duty 
with the Regular Army and the com- 
missioning of 200 of these oflicers each 
year as second Hleutenants in the Reg- 
ular Army. 

While there seems to be considerable 
difference of opinion among Reserve Offi- 
cers over the proposed Reserve Division 
in the War Department, there is very 
strong support for the Thomason Dill. 
Determined efforts wili apparently be 
made to enact it into law at this session 
of Congress. 

The committee was in session for sev- 
eral hours but reached no decision on 
the reserve bills. It heard Lt. Col. 
rank Lowe, ORC, president of the Re- 
serve Otlicers’ Association; Lt. Col. 





Stephen A. Parks, ORC, and Lt. Col. 
O. H. Johnson, ORC, in behalf of the 
Thomason bill and the Reserve Division 
bill. Brig. Gen. Andrew Moses, Assis- 
tant Chief of Staff, and Col. FE. S. Hart- 
shorn, Executive for Reserve Affairs, tes- 
tified for the War Department and told 
the committee that the Budget Bureau 
had advised the Department that it did 
not approve of appropriations for the 
Thomason bill. It was also testified 
that the War Department had not sent 
its report to the Senate committee on 
those bills because an Army Board was 
studying amendments to the Reserve 
Division bill. 

The Reserve Officers who testified told 
the committee that they had no objec- 
tion to a regular officer heading the 
Division, but wanted two Reserve Offi- 
cers provided for in the organization. 

It appeared that the Budget Bureau's 
failure to approve the Thomason bill 
which provides for additional air pilots, 
for details of 2,000 Reserve Officers to 
the Regular Army, and for the commis- 
sioning annually of 200 Reserve Officers 
as second lieutenants in the Regular 
Army will be a serious obstacle to pas- 
suge of the bill in the Senate.

To Celebrate Navy Day 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson an 
nounced this week that the United 
States Navy will cooperate with the 
Navy League of the United States in 
the observance of Navy Day, October 
27, the anniversary of the birth of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.

up to London ‘Treaty strength as soon 
as possible. Mr. Macy also stated that 
“as in past years, the observance of the 
Navy Day will be commemorative and 
informative. In the latter aspect we 
will endeavor to present to the citizens 
the necessity for an adequate Navy and 
the impossibility of the United States to 
exist without its ready aid in calamities 
that may befall us, its keeping open the 


the 
States, in 
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trade routes in times of peace and its 
protection in the unhappy event of war.” 

Secretary Swanson’s reply to Mr. 
Macy follows: 

“My dear Mr. Macy: 

I wish to acknowledge. your kind let- 
ter of June 21st informing me that the 
Navy League of the United States wii 
continue the observance of Navy Day 
on the anniversary of the birth of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, October 27th. 

The Navy deeply appreciates the in- 
terest the Navy League has taken in 
our service and I am glad to assure you 
that the Navy will be pleased to co- 
operate to the fullest extent in this cel- 
ebration. 

Navy Day, through the interest given 
it by the Navy League and the aid given 
the League by patriotic, veteran and 
civie bodies, has brought to the Ameri- 
can people a better understanding of 
the purposes, rervices and needs of the 
Navy. 

1 heartily concur in the policy of the 
League to emphasize the importance of 
increasing our Merchant Marine as well 
as building up to London’ Treaty 
strength as soon as possible. Sea power 
may be defined as a country’s strength 
in combatant sships, Merchant Marine 
and bases. In addition to this, I would 
suggest the vital importance of keeping 
the personnel at suffictent strength to 
man our ships ade yuately.

ENACTMENT THIS WEEK OF THE War Department promotion bill com- 
pletes the program of major Army legislation mapped out for the service by General 
Douglas MacArthur, chief of staff. Drafted as the result of years of study and 
observation of the needs of National Defense, the Chief of Staff’s program found 
enthusiastic support throughout the service where its merit and necessity were 
instantly recognized. Never once did the Chief of Staff deviate from his objective. 
There were no compromises, no substitutions, no additions. He was building a 
groundwork for a better American Army. Obstacles were many, delays frequent, 
but determination, forceful arguments and complete and accurate data won in 
Congress. Early in his tour as Chief of Staff General MacArthur’s efforts were 
devoted to withstanding attacks on the service, maintaining the existing frame- 
work, warding off efforts to reduce the commissioned and enlisted personnel. Then 
the building up began. The authorized increase of the enlisted strength from 
118,750 to 165,000 will permit the filling out of existing combat units to a point 
where training will be of immensely greater value not alone to the enlisted per- 
sonnel themselves but to the commissioned officers of the regular army and to 
the Oflicers of the Reserve Corps, the Citizens Military Training Camp and to 
all phases of military activity. A logical result of the expansion will be an 
increase in grades and ratings for the enlisted men. Passage of the West 
Point bill increasing the appointments to the United States Military Academy 
insures an adequate and expanded flow of personnel for the corps of commissioned 
officers. The increase in authorized strength of the National Guard of the 
United States enables that arm of National Defense to fill out its divisions with 
units necessary to proper military organization but hitherto denied because of the 
limitation on officers and men. Recovery from the hardships of the economy 
act’s provisions began with restoration of full base pay. Through General Mac- 
Arthur's efforts this was followed by the fixing of rental and subsistence allow- 
ances so that the capriciousness of price indices would not keep them fluctuating 
and uncertain with consequent losses to the personnel. Threats of the Comp- 
troller General to invoke a “death clause” on the three years of the economy law 
by denying the right to count those years in computing longevity credit for pay 
purposes was met by enactment of legislation specifically authorizing the inclusion 
of those years. Failure to have done that would have removed three years 
from the credit of officers—one complete fogy! Too, the right of transportation 
of dependents of officers ordered home on retirement was guaranteed in another 
act. The Army is grateful and proud of its leader and the Nation is thankful 
for the efficiency with which the interests of National Defense are being guarded. 

GRATIFYING INDEED, was the action of the Senate this week in passing 
the Spanish War pension bill, restoring to many widows of the Regular Army 
and Navy, the meager allowance which the Kconomy Act cut off more than two 
years ago. Unanimously approved by the House, the measure was sent to [resi- 
dent Roosevelt this week with only one dissenting voice in the Senate. With 
this evidence of the overwhelming sentiment of Congress the President should sign 
the measure without delay. Under its terms not only is the rate of pension 
increased from $22.50 to $30, but the grossly unfair “poverty clause” is repealed. 
This will mean an increase not only for the retired officers’ widows, but also will 
allow the dependents of the older officers with Spanish War Service who were 
killed in active service during peace-time to receive the higher rate. Sign that 
bill, Mr. President, and then direct the Veterans’ Administration to draft new 
legislation which will give the Regular Service widow an adequate stipend and 
provide for all retired officers widows. At the present time, if an oflicer entered 
the service after the Spanish War, and dies following his retirement from an 
accident or illness not contracted while in active service, his widow will receive 
nothing. An Army or Navy wife who follows the flag throughout the world and 
through all of the vissitudes of the service for a life-time is certainly entitled to 
the same consideration as the dependent of a CCC enrollee or a man who served 
three months in the Spanish American War. ‘That is but simple justice.

Retired Naval Officers 

When the President signed the Navy 
Personnel bill week, final approval 
ws given to the provision therein lib 
eilizing the nearly 40-year-old restric- 
ton against employment of retired na- 
| officers. 

The struggle for the modification of 
the old law was a long one and repre- 
voted much effort not alone on the part 
the Navy Department but also very 
mich on the part of the Naval Academy 
jlumni Association and its secretary, Lt. 
(mdr. R. S. Robertson, jr., USN-Ret. 
Few people outside of the Nava] Ser- 
tie, realize the handicap placed on re- 
tied officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps by a clause of the Naval Appro 
pation Act approved June 10, 1896, 
vhich reads as follows: “That hereafter 
payment shall be made from appro- 
priations made by Congress to any offi- 
erin the Navy or Marine Corps of the

Back National Defense 


The business men of the United States 
showed their support of the Army and 
Navy in the declarations adopted by the 
recent twenty-third annual meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. Included in those declarations 
was the following: 

“The willingness of the United States 
to agree upon limitation of armaments 
is well known. When limits to arma- 
ments are set, however, safety and com- 
mon sense dictate that our land and sea 
forces be maintained at the limits of 
such agreements, and that they be ade- 
quately equipped and properly trained. 

“We now have a logical and orderly 
plan for the maintenance of the Navy, 
and for the replacement of obsolete 
ships, at a level which is sufficient to 


provide against emergency. This plan 
should be maintained. 

“Systematic modernization of the 
Army, particularly in the field of mo 


mechanization, has made 
progress and should have 


torization and 
commendable 
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continuing and adequate support. 

“The Chamber reaffirms its position 
favoring comprehensive plans for indus- 
trial mobilization and amendment of 
our laws to permit educational orders. 
It directs attention also to the impor- 
tance of assuring in time of emergency 
adequate supplies of imported raw ma- 


terials of strategic importance to na- 
tional defense. 

“Modern inventions in the field of 
naval and land armaments should con- 
tinue to have intensive study on the 


part of our Army and Navy. 

“Recent strides made in the develop- 
ment of air defense arms make it im- 
portant that adequate support be given 
to the present plans of the Army and 
the Navy to expand and improve their 
respective air services. Aerial warfare 
requires not only airplanes but also ade- 
quate bases. Plans for the development 
of such bases in the United States and 
in our territories and possessions should 
be supported.” 

The Chamber also adopted a resolu- 
tion against subversive activities, a pro- 


vision of which stated that “attempts 
to promote insubordination or disaffeec- 
tion among the armed forces of the 


United States should be prohibited.” 





To Go to Panama 


The Senate recently adopted a reso 
lution authorizing the Military Com 
mittee or a sbceommittee to go to the 


Panama Canal Zone to investigate labor 
conditions.

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Congress’ Progress.—-“‘No Congress in twenty years has accomplished as much for 
the Army as this Congress has,” Senator Sheppard, Chairman of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee told the JourNAL in commenting about the enactment of the Army 
Promotion Law. “I might say”, he continued, “that probably no other peace time 
Congress in our history has accomplished for the Army as much as this one.” 

That was in line with much conversation at the Capitol affecting legislation this 
year for both the Army and Navy. An unusual volume of important legislation 
for both services has been enacted. All the Senate and House Committees that 
deal with service legislation have virtually cleared their calendars of major legis- 
lative measures. The exceptions number hardly a half dozen. 

This session of Oongress has been notable not only for the great volume of 
important Army and Navy laws passed, dealing particularly with personnel but 
for the cooperation with which the Senate and the House committees of both 
services have proceeded. Army and Navy business has been given prompt com- 
mittee attention, in most instances, but, further, numerous bills have been ap- 
proved in identical language by the Senate and House so that conference over 
differences was obviated. 

The absence of prolonged debate over Army and Navy bills has likewise been 
exceptional. While there was considerable discussion over Army and Navy ap- 
propriation bills, the authorization laws have in large part been adopted with 
little debate, emphasizing the unanimity with which both political parties in Con- 
zress viewed these measures for strengthening the national defense. 


Warn Retired Officers on Employment-——The Bureau of Navigation this week sent 
a circular letter to every retired officer of the Navy calling attention to the 


recent legislation permitting their employment by firms who do business with the 
Government so long as they do not personally act as a sales agent to the Navy, 
and warned them not to abuse the privilege extended to them. 

“After many years of effort on the part of the Navy Department, and the 
personal interest taken in this matter by the Secretary of the Navy, the above 
amendment was finally passed to give retired officers the opportunity of being 
employed by companies doing business with the Government, subject to the 
restrictions noted above,” the Bureau said. 

“Any abuse by retired officers of this privilege would probably lead in the 
future to the rescinding of this amendment. Therefore, the Navy Department 
expects each retired officer to fully appreciate the enactment of this legislation 
and to comply strictly with the intent of the law as to the employment of such 
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officers.” 
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Shipment of Automobiles—The Chairman of the Interterritorial Military Commit 

Chicago, Ill, has issued instructions regarding the shipment of automobiles af 
service personnel by rail. These instructions, embodied in a letter to the Nan 
Department, follow: Nayy 

“In any case in which two or more passengers traveling together desire 
use their automobile upon arrival at destination, the automobile will be ship ; 
in freight service from point of origin to the destination, and at a charge og al 
one-way first class 3.6¢ fare in addition to the cost of tickets held py tt 
passengers transported, subject to a minimum charge of $54.00 for the trans 
portation of an automobile and not to exceed two passengers. 

“The passengers for whom the automobile is shipped may hold either » 
way or round trip tickets of any class which are good for transportation in parle; 
or standard sleeping cars. 

“Automobiles may be shipped either to the destination of the traveler, op to 
an intermediate point of stopover at which passengers desire to use their Alton 
mobiles, and from such intermediate point to destination, or to another inter. 
mediate point of stopover at which they desire to use their car. 

“In any case in which an automobile is shipped from an intermediate Point 
of stopover to another intermediate point of stopover, or to the destination of 
the passengers, an additional charge of $15.00 will be assessed for loading and 
unloading. ; 

“The charges set forth above apply for automobiles shipped on a declare 
or released value of not exceeding $500.00, If shipped upon a declared or release 
value in excess of $500.00, an additional charge of $1.00 will be made for each 
$500.00 valuation or fraction thereof in excess of $500.00. 

“In order that passengers may have their cars upon arrival at destination, 
or at the intermediate point of stopover at which they desire to use them, t 
cars may be shipped in advance of the departure of the passengers. The advance 
periods within which automobiles may be shipped depend upon the distance 
traveled; 72-hour advance shipment is authorized where the one way first clay 
fare does not exceed $10.80, which is increased progressively to a period of 4% 
hours in advance within which an automobile shipped to a destination to whic 
the one way fare exceeds $172.80.” 







Location of Air Corps Technical School.—The future location of the Air Corps 
Technical School, now at Chanute Field, IIL, still awaits action by the Senate and 
House Military Affairs Committees. An early report, however, is expected from the 
Military Affairs Subcommittee, Senator Minton of Indiana chairman. It is said 
this report will favor authorizing the War Department to choose its own location, 
which, supposedly, will be at Denver, as the special investigating board favored 
several months ago. 

The program seems to be for action by the Senate first, because there is Jess 
opposition in that body to changing the location. The House Committee has not 
yet reported on the proposed change of location, which involves a considerable ap 
propriation, or allotment, for construction of buildings and equipment. 


Active Duty of Reserve Officers—The War Department has announced that ity 
policy of not calling for active duty training under the War Department Appr- 
priations Act any Reserve officer drawing a pension, disability allowance or con- 
pensation, or retired pay, will be continued. However, in cases where the Coms 
Area Commander needs the services of Reserve officers in this category for duty 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps they may be ordered to active duty, provided 
they surrender their pensions, disability allowances or compensation or retired pay 
for the period of active duty, and provided they pass a thoroughly satisfactory 
physical examination. 


Cuban Medals—The government of Cuba has created a “Medal of the Veterans 
of the Spanish American War’, to be awarded by the President of that country 
to every person, “who shall prove that he rendered services in the armed forces of 
the United States of America or in its auxiliary corps or organizations during tle 
Spanish American War.” 

Petitions for the award should be addressed to the Secretary of State of 
the republic of Cuba, it is provided in the decree establishing the award. How: 
ever, under the constitutional provision prohibiting the award of foreign medals to 
officers of the United States without specific consent of Congress, it will be neces 
sary for oflicers and enlisted men of the Army and Navy, either active or retired, 
and members of the Army or Navy reserve and National Guard, to receive their 
medals through the Secretary of State of the United States. Applications for 
the award should be made to The Adjutant General of the Army or the Bureal 
of Navigation of the Navy Department. 


Like Navy Rule—Apparently the Virgin Islands themselves prefer to be admit 
instered by the Navy Department and Naval officers rather than by civilians an 
politicians. Reports from St. Thomas this week stated that at the extraordinary 
meeting of the Colonial Council nine of the ten members present adopted a resolt 
tion to be sent to President Roosevelt recommending a return to a naval adminis 
tration of the islands, 

It was stated that the members subscribing to the resolution denied their a¢ 
was an attempt to interfere with Lawrence W. Cramer, who was appointed or 
ernor to succeed Dr. Paul Pearson. 


General MacArthur’s Plans—Following the publication last week of reports thal 
General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff of the Army, would go to the Philippi 
Islands to formulate the National Defense system of the new commonwealth, col 
siderable discussion was rife. At his White House press conference, the President 
was asked regarding the rumor but all he would say was to refer the inquiries " 
“Douglas.” It was said that it is known that Manuel Quezon, whose election ® 
president of the Philippine Commonwealth seems to be assured, wants Gener 
MacArthur to go. Mr. Quezon and General MacArthur are old friends. However 
it is said that nothing can be stated until after the election actually takes plac 
General MacArthur in response to press inquiries says that he has no comment 
to make on the rumors. 


Marine Corps League—The Senate this week passed and sent to the House a pill 
(S. 2504) to incorporate the Marine Corps League. Senator Walsh explained that 
the league will be to assist marines and widows and orphans of deceased marines 
The bill was recommended by the Navy Department.

fused to continue to yield to him. Repre- 
gntative Maas, speaking in favor of the 
pill, during many interruptions from Mr. 
Hoeppel, refused to yield and told him to 
“jt down”, but finally Mr. Maas turned 
to the chairman and said, “I yield, he 
has worn me down.”

Mr. Faddis’ Speech 

Mr. Faddis. “Mr. Speaker, we have 
just listened to a man who is perhaps 
the best-informed man in the House on 
veterans’ affairs, and affairs of the 
Army, at least he claims to be, but I am 
quite sure if the gentleman from Cali- 
fornia had given this bill the careful 
study he should have given it, if he had 
looked upon this bill from the viewpoint 
that the members of the Committee on 
Military Affairs looks upon it, as a bill 
to promote the interests of the service, 
as a bill to promote national defense, 
he would not be so violent in his denun- 
dation of it.’ 

Mr. Hoeppel. 
yield?” 

Mr. Faddis. “Mr. Speaker, I refuse to 
yield now or later to the gentleman from 
California. Now, in the consideration of 
this bill the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs took into consideration the fact 
that throughout the past, as the gentle- 
man from California (Mr. Hoeppel) 
stated, similar legislation has failed of 
passage. The reason for the failure to 
pass similar legislation is not that our 
friends on the Republican side would not 
do it. The fact is simply this, that into 
this piece of legislation were injected 
many controversial subjects that pre- 
vented the passage of this legislation. 

“When we considered this bill we eon- 
sidered it from the viewpoint of accom- 
plishing something to remove the so- 
called ‘hump’ from the commissioned 
personnel of the Army. Now, it might 
be pertinent to give some explanation as 
to what this hump consists of and how 
it got into the Army. Following the 
World War, upon reorganization of the 
Army, some 5,600 officers were taken 
into the service. They were men who 
had approximately the same length of 
service. They were men of varying de- 
grees of age. All being taken in around 
the same time, it caused a stagnation in 
the promotion list of the Army. I could 
perhaps best picture this so-called 
‘hump’ in the Army by an illustration. 
Each and every one of you, at least those 
who have lived in the country, have at 
one time or another seen a black snake 
which had swallowed a rabbit. That is 
exactly what this hump in the Army is. 
This great hump in there cannot be 
gotten rid of until it works its way 
out; until it is digested and taken care 
of. That is the best illustration I could 
give you as to this hump in the Army.” 

Mr. Sabath. “The gentleman or the 
Amy officers are under the impression 
that they cannot conveniently or safely 
digest these 640 men who were not West 
Point appointees. Is that right?” 

Mr. Faddis, “Oh, there are a great 
many more men than these 640 who 
are not West Point appointees. The gen- 
tleman is misinformed on that subject. 
If there were only 640 in there, the due 
Process of attrition would digest that; 
but that is not what the hump consists 
of. That could be absorbed, but the pro- 
tess of attrition among the commissioned 
Personnel of the Army will not take care 
of the hump. We have a condition in the 
Army at the present time where a great 
many very excellent men are serving in 
stades where they are not able, because

of their age, to render the efficient ser-’ 


viee they should be able to render. 
Therefore the Army is suffering because 
of this. A great many of those very ex- 
tellent officers have passed the age where 
they can efficiently serve, even in time 

peace, much less in time of war, in 
the grades of company officers. 

It is known to be desirable for the 
benefit of the service that some means 

Provided whereby these officers can 
ther be moved along into grades com- 
mensurate with their age or that means 
may be provided whereby they can be 
retired 





“The gentleman from California held 
up to the Members of the House the 
argument that this would be an officers’ 
retirement. There is nothing of the kind 
in the bill. The retirement of these offi- 
cers after 15 to 29 years of service is 
at the discretion of the President. So 
that argument is wiped out. 

“The gentleman from California also 
held up to the Members of the House 
the fact that there had been a great deal 
of lobbying done by men in high ranks 
in the Regular Army in favor of this 
bill. I want to call the attention of the 
Members of the House to the fact that 
that is true, but I also want to call the 
attention of the Members of the House 
to the fact that there is not a man, not 
one single man who met with the com- 
mittee, who appeared before the com- 
mittee in the interest of this bill who 
will be benefited by a raise in rank or 
by an increase in salary by the terms of 
this bill, not one single one. Fach and 
every one of these men who appeared 
before the committee in the interest of 


this bill appeared there because they 
were men who were thoroughly § ac- 
quainted with the Army, who were 
thoroughly acquainted with conditions 
in the Army, and because they were 


men who have the interest of the Army 
at heart; that was their sole and only 
purpose in appearing before this com- 
mittee.” 

Mr. Maas’ Speech 

Mr. Maas. “Mr. Speaker, this bill, in 
my opinion, is very essential at the pres- 
ent time. Frankly, it does not go so far 
as I should like to see it go in the matter 
of promotion, but during the transitory 
period from the existing conditions in 
the Army until we can get a more equi- 
table program I think this is vitally es- 
sential to the military force. After all, 
Mr. Speaker, the heart of a military or- 
ganization is its morale. You can have 
no organization without it. Under our 
philosophy of government we maintain 
a very small permanent Military Estab- 
lishment. The gentleman from California 
(Mr. Hoeppel) does not seem to under- 
stand the purpose of the Army in peace 
time. 

“Mr. Speaker, the important element 
in the military service is to have officers 
capable by their physical condition, their 
mental equipment and age to perform 
the duties of their grade. It is the most 
demoralizing thing on earth to have an 
officer in the age group of a colonel still 
in the rank of first lieutenant. If an 
emergency should come up where the 
men had to follow that officer, do you 
think it is fair to ask the soldiers them- 
selves to follow a man into action who 
is too old to lead them in an engage- 
ment, who is not capable of thinking 
fast enough on that job as a youngster 
must, a man who has reached the age 
group of an executive? Furthermore, it 
is a terrific waste to train officers and 
hold them in the mental lower jobs when 
they are capable of broad executive func 
tion. Now, some mention has been made 
of the cost. There is very little cost in- 
volved in this bill and the cost does not 
operate until you get down to the grade 
of first lieutenants who are promoted 
to captains and second liuetenants who 
are promoted to first lieutenants. The 
“aptains, majors, and lieutenant colonels 
who are promoted will involve no addi- 
tional funds. They are already in the 
pay bracket of the next higher grade. 
The only increase in pay is involved in 
these two lower grades, and that is 
where they need it. Think of these 
second lieutenants drawing $125 a month 
trying to support families. The first and 
second lieutenants need the additional 
pay and they are the only ones who get 
it. This involves only the lower grades, 
up to the grade of captain. 

“An effort has been made to have 
the Members believe this bill will give 
people who are now living in great 
luxury even more luxury, I want to tell 
you that most of these officers are now 
in debt. Maybe you do not realize what 
you are doing to them. May I say, for 
illustration, that if you prohibit the use 
of private automobiles at the expense of 
officers themselves, you would shut down 
the whole Army. You could not operate 
a military post under our military sys- 
tem if the officers could not use their 





own automobiles and burn their own 
gasoline all on Government business. 
Maybe you do not realize that, Mr. 


Hoeppel.” 

Mr. Hoeppel. “I can tell the gentleman 
that they are even asking for gasoline 
money, too.” 

Mr. Maas. “And they ought to have it.” 

“Now, I want to speak about the 
hump. Some of you may think this is a 
situation that may recur, but it certainly 
will not unless there is another war. 
At the time of the war and immediately 
afterward we took in a large group of 
officers in the lower ranks and these 
officers now constitute the hump. Once 
this hump is broken and the flow be- 
comes normal, the natural increase in 
the Army by those who come in from 
the academy and from civilian life will 
keep the flow normal thereafter. All this 
bill will do is to remove the existing 
hump, create a normal flow, reestablish 
the distribution of officers in proper age 
groups to administer such grades, and 
give us a genuine morale in the military 
service. 

“My friend from California has stated 
we would have more colonels” than 
second lieutenants. This is not so, but if 
it were true, it would be a very good 
thing.” 

Mr. Hoeppel. “Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? I have here the record; 
can T read it?” 

Mr. Maas. “Sit down; I 
and have the floor now. 

“We will get our second Heutenants 
in time of war from our civilian 
trainees. Second lieutenants are platoon 
leaders. Every officer we have in the 
Regular Army in peace time must be ad- 
vanced from 1 to 3 or 4 ranks in time 
of war, when we will have to have 500,- 
000 officers. The second and first lieu- 
tenants we have now will have to be 
majors and colonels, and the purpose of 
our Army in peace time is to train the 
civilian components, and in war time 
these officers must hold the important 
administrative ranks. We will get all 
the second lieutenants we need in time 
of war. What we will need will be com- 
pany commanders, battalion command- 
ers, and regimental and division com- 
manders in time of war, and we have 
got to train the officers for these posi- 
tions in time of peace.”

Representative Hill 


Mr. Hill of Alabama. “The Chairman 
of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
the distinguished gentleman from South 
Carolina (Mr. McSwain), is not only 
for the pending bill but he is so anxious 
ot see its passage that he said to me 
yesterday at Walter Reed Hospital, 
where he is temporarily, due to a slight 
injury, that he hoped we would let noth- 
ing intervene that would in any way en- 
danger the passage of the bill, and he 
expressed the hope that we would press 
for action on the bill, although he could 
not be here. 

“We of the United States, considering 
our vast territory, our population, and 
our great wealth, have the smallest regu- 
lar army of any nation in the world, 

“We are not here today to ask you to 
increase the size of the Army. We are 
here to say to you that there is a condi- 
tion in the Army today which seriously 
impairs the morale of the officers of the 
Army, and which is subversive of the 
efficiency and the best interest of the 
Army, and the pending bill will correct 
that condition, 

“We have on what we term the “pro- 
motion list” of the Army some 10,460 
officers. As you gentlemen know, those 
officers are divided into two classes: 
first, what we call ‘company officers’, 
which include captains, first and second 
lieutenants, and, second, field officers, 
which include majors, lieutenant col- 
onels, and colonels. As we know, general 
officers are not on this promotion list, 
nor are officers of the Veterinary, Medi- 
cal, or Chaplain Corps. Some 4,500 out 
of the 10,460 officers on the promotion 
list all entered the service and all got 
their places on the list within the period 
of a few months at the termination of 
the World War. These 4,500 officers all 
have approximately the same length of 
service. With a few exceptions, they are 
all about the same age. Had these 4,500 





officers entered the Army under normal 
conditions, had they entered under con- 
ditions such as we have ordinarily dur- 
ing time of peace instead of entering in 
a period of a few months’ time, their 
entry would have been staggered over a 
period of some 20 years. So we have, as 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. 
Faddis) has well said, this enormous 
hump composed of nearly one-half of all 
the promotion list officers in the Army, 
and thousands of officers in this hump 
are not able to receive any advancement 
or promotion in rank. Slight differences 
in length of service, slight differences in 
age under this condition of the hump 
have been magnified into vast differences 
in time of promotion. 

“We have in the Army today lieuten- 
ants who, under normal and proper con- 
ditions, would not be lieutenants but 
majors, lieutenant colonels, and even 
colonels, We have captains who ought to 
be colonels and some of them perhaps 
even general officers, | personally know 
a fine captain in the Army. He has been 
a captain for 15 years, and unless this 
promotion bill passes he will be a cap- 
tain for at least 10 years more, He will 
be 61 years of age before he becomes a 
major, and then he has to retire, under 
the law, when he becomes 64 years of 
age. There are other captains in the 
Army who never will become majors un- 
less this bill passes. They will reach the 
age of 64 years still as captains. I know 
of no better “ay to illustrate the condi- 
tion in the Army today than to submit 
this question to you: Suppose one of you 
xentlemen came to Congress, going as 
each new Member has to do, at the foot 
of your committee, knowing you would 
have to stay down at the bottom of that 
committee for some 25 or 30 years, and 
that you would never have an oppor- 
turity to work toward the top; that the 
door was forever closed so far as being 
chairman of that committee was con- 
cerned, What effect do you think such a 
situation would have on you? That is 
the situation in the Army today. 

“Now, what do we propose to do? We 
propose to do Just exactly what you gen- 
tlemen would do, It is the only way this 
job can be done. We have these 4,500 
men all bunched together in a hump, We 
do not want to retire but very, very few 
of these officers. We do not want to 
force these officers out of the service, 
but we do want to give them some oppor- 
tunity for advancement and promotion; 
so we increase the number of places in 
what we term the ‘fleld grades’, the 
higher ygrades—colonel, lieutenant col- 
onel, and major. Today the field grades 
are in proportion to the company grades 
in the proportion of some 27 percent to 
73 percent, What we would do would be 
to increase those percentages from 27 
and 73 to 40 and 60. Then we would go 
further and take those junior officers 
who are way down the line and who 
have had no promotion and we provide 
that within 3 years time a second lieu- 
tenant becomes a first lieutenant. With- 
in another 7 years that first lieutenant 
becomes a captain. The duties of first 
lieutenant, second lieutenant, and cap- 
tain are more or less interchangeable in 
any circumstances, and it makes very 
little difference whether there is a 
greater number of first lieutenants or a 
greater number of second lieutenants or 
captains. This will give to junior officers 
assurance of promotion as they should 
have.” 


Mr. Gillette. “The gentleman spoke 
about officers who served a number of 


years without any advancement. Do not 
those oflicers receive some increase of 
base pay over the length of service re- 
gardless of their advancement in grade?” 

Mr. Hill of Alabama, “It is true, as 
the gentleman suggests by his question, 
that length of service has a great deal 
to do with pay, but there is a great deal 
more to a man in his profession or his 
career than pay. I submit that Members 
of Congress do not come to Congress for 
the pay they receive for their services. 

“Unless some means are provided 
whereby these officers can receive some 
reward for their faithful service and 
some opportunity for promotion, their 
morale is destroyed. They naturally be- 
come dissatisfied. They naturally become

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discontented, and we know that change 
is the law of life. You have either got 
to go forward or you have to go back- 
ward. You cannot remain static. If you 
take one of these officers and keep him 
in a particular grade after he has out- 
worn his particular usefulness in that 
grade, based on his service, his age, and 
his experience, then that man quickly 
deteriorates. When the individual officer 
deteriorates, that means a deterioration 
of the entire organization. That means 
the deterioration of the entire national 

defense system. 

“On this point of stagnation and de- 
terioration, remember that our Army is 
only a nucleus, so to speak. It is a mere 
skeletonized force. In time of emergency 
we have to clothe this skeleton with flesh 
and blood. The officers in the Army to- 
day are the key men in time of emer- 
gency, and the ones to whom we must 
look for high command, 

“If this bill passes, we will not even 
then have anything like the number of 
field officers that we would need in the 
initial stages of an emergency, We would 
not have one-third of the colonels we 
ought to have, we would not have one- 
fourth of the lieutenant colonels we 
ought to have: we would not have one- 
fifth of the majors we ought to have. 
And the duties of the grades are abso- 
lutely interchangeable. These officers are 
not only on duty with the Regular Army 
but with the National Guard, the ser- 
vice schools, the R. O. T. C., the C. M. 
T. «., and in staff positions. A higher 
rank costs the Government nothing but 
gives the officers more prestige and 
greatly stimulates and encourages the 
officer. 

“There is a provision in this bill which 
would permit the President to retire an 
officer of the Army after that officer has 
served 15 years, This is not a right that 
inhers in the officer: he cannot demand 
this retirement; it lies in the judgment 
and discretion of the President. Why 
was this provision put in the bill? Not 
that we want to retire these 4,500 offi- 
cers. Some of them have magnificent 
records, they were men who were trained 
on the battlefields of France, and some 
of them would be the last ones whose 
services we would want to lose; but 
there are a few men in the Army today 
who are so old in their particular grades 
that there is practically no hope for 
them, there is practically nothing they 
can do for themselves, for the Army, or 
for the country; and in these cases, if 
they want to retire and if the President 
is willing to let them retire and if the 
Congress will appropriate the money, 
then under this provision they can retire. 

“Do not forget that this provision is 
in the discretion of the President, and 
that the Congress of the United States 
in its annual appropriation bill still 
keeps hold of the purse strings. You can- 
not retire officers, of course, unless you 
have the money with which to pay the 
retired pay, and this money has to come 
from the Congress of the United States 

“It has been suggested that this bill 
was brought forward and that our good 
friends over here, the Republicans, de- 
clined to pass it. That is absolutely un- 
true. IT want to say that so far as the 
national defense and the Army are con- 
cerned, there has never been any politics 
on your Committee on Military Affairs. 
(Applause,) This bill comes to you today 
With the support of Republicans and 
Democrats, Democrats and Republicans. 

“It is true, as my distinguished friend 
from New York (Mr. Wadsworth) 
knows, that in the past there have been 
promotion bills considered, but those 
promotion bills have always involved 
some change in the existing promotion 
list, and that change has always brought 
about a tremendous row. That is why 
those bills failed of passage, and not be- 
cause Republicans were opposed to them. 
Republicans as well as Democrats will 
support the pending bill, for it does not 
do anyone any harm. It does good for 
some 4,918 officers. It does not advance 
anybody over anybody else. It does not 
force any officer out of the Army. 

“It is a product, in a way, of 15 years 
of careful thought and study by the War 





Department, by the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House, and the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee of the Senate, 
and has been the special product of the 
devotion and the wisdom of the present 
Chief of Staff, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
whose brilliant military record no Ameri- 
can can contemplate without a sense of 
pride. The bill has the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the Commander in Chief, the 
President of the United States. He 
strongly desires its passage. All groups 
are for it; and, as General MacArthur 
said before the Senate Committee, if a 
vote could be taken in the Army, the bill 
would be practically unanimously en- 
dorsed. 

“One word as to the cost. You have 
had the most outlandish misinformation 
given you as to cost. The cost of this 
bill the first year will be some $700,000, 
the second year approximately $600,000, 
and the third year approximately $500,- 


000, and then the cost will gradually 
decrease. 
“The reason there will be no more 


cost is because pay is based largely on 
length of service, and these officers al- 
ready are receiving their pay due to 
their length of service. The Army of the 
United States has never known defeat 
victory after victory has crowned its 
standards. It has never had a anission 
that it did not perform that mission 
with expedition, with success, with dis- 
tinction. Let us emulate its example; 
let us pass this bill for the defense of 
our country, and let us pass it with 
speed and expedition,” 


Representative Plumley’s Address 

Mr. Plumley. “Mr. Chairman, as one 
time president of an essentially military 
college, I have had something to do with 
this promotion business for 14 years and 
look at it from the practical rather than 
the theoretical standpoint; from the 
standpoint of efficiency so far as the 
outfit is concerned. I know that in spite 
of the endeavor of everybody, there will 
he exceptions to all rules, and some in- 
justice will be done some individuals 
and possibly some groups. 

“An attempt to relieve a certain group 
from threatened injustice will threaten 
another group, for 

“Whoever thinks a faultless peace to see, 

“Thinks what ne’er was, nor is, and ne'er 
shall be. 

“So when all the divergent and hostile 
groups in the Army can get together in 
substantial accord and agreement, and 
at least to do lip service at the altar of 
this measure, by position with respect to 
the bill is that Congress should pass the 
bill substantially as drawn, and with 
the fewest possible amendments consis- 
tent with and necessary to make opera- 
tive and effective the plan, intent, and 
purpose of the bill itself. 

“T can think of a lot of things that 
I would like to add to the bill to take 
care of situations which I know to exist, 
but this is neither the time nor the 
place, in my judgment, for such sug- 
gestions or proposed amendments. Let 
us get this main proposition out of the 
Way and put an end to the main discord 
and disputes, establish a general rule, 
and later take up the extraneous and 
incidental matters and things which may 
well be considered as possible exceptions 
to the rule, 

“This is a departure from the present 
system of promotion by seniority in that 
it adds to such system the mandatory 
provision that promotion of second and 
first lieutenants shall be based on length 
of service. The group of officers affected 
by this section is comprised principally 
of officers following the ‘hump.’ Their 
situation is desperate. Measures must 
be taken so that these fine officers may 
pass to the important grade of captain 
before reaching an age which will ad- 
versely affect their service in that grade 
and in the field grades. In this connec- 
tion it must be remembered that imme- 
diately after the ‘hump’ passes out of 
the service the leadership of our Army 
will depend upon these officers who are 
now second and first lieutenants. The 


preparation of these officers for the re- 
sponsibilities that they must face is of 
vital importance to national defense. 
“Tn 1928 during the period in which a 
similar proposal was being considered 





by the Congress, and before I had any 
idea of being called upon to pass judg- 
ment on this matter, | was intimately 
associated with a number of officers who 
were variously affected by the proposed 
revision and at that time I came to the 
conclusion that in the best interests of 
the service and of the Government any 
revision was unwise and unsound. 
Since that time I have given the matter 
a more thorough consideration and find 
no reason for a change in my position. 

“The effect of this bill—S. 1404—will 
be the immediate promotion of 4,918 out 
a total number of 10,460 promotion-list 
officers. It establishes a more rapid and 
more uniform flow of promotion. It pro- 
vides immediate relief to those young 
officers who are now hopelessly sub- 
merged behind the ‘hump.’ It tends to 
insure service in the various grades for 
periods and at ages adapted to the mes‘ 
satisfactory performance of the duties 
connected with those grades. Further- 
more, the enactment of this bill will ren- 
der some belated justice in a substantial 
way to thousands of World War officers 
who entered the Regular Army in the 
lower grades at unusually advanced ages 
by affording them not only promotion 
but an opportunity for retirement in 
grades which but for the provisions of 
this bill they can never attain.” 

Representative Tloeppel then spoke 
again in the course of which he said, 
“vou are under the whiplash of the War 
Department.” This was resented by 
Representative Short, who declared: 

“Tam sure my good friend from Cali- 
fornia does not want the Congress, and 
certainly not the public, to get the im- 
pression that the House Military Affairs 
Committee is under the lash of the War 
Department, when, in fact, we have been 
criticized because of our hostile attitude 
toward the War Department, Just as the 
gentleman from California has been 
criticized,” 

Mr. Hoeppel. “I would also like to tell 
you gentlemen that I have heen threat- 
ened with defeat for reelection if I op- 
posed this bill, and IT have been told that 
some members of the Militarv Affairs 
Committee would have a substantial 
campaign fund if the bill was enacted. 
This was information brought to me by 
a newspaper correspondent.” 

Mr. Short. “The gentlemen has made 
one very serious charge here this after- 
noon. | would like to know where the 
gentlemen received any information 
whatever that the members of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee would have a 
nice camprien fund if they would see 
that this bill was favorably reported and 
enacted into law.” 

Mr. Kvale. “Mr. Chairman, I voice the 
same request.” 

Mr. Short. “I want the gentlemen to 
give us definitely and specifically that 
information, because it is too serious a 
charge to let go unchallenged.” 

Mr. Hoeppel. “It was a newspaperman 
who came to me and told me that.” 

Mr. Short. “Who was the newspaper- 
man?” 

Mr. Hoeppel. “I cannot tell that be- 
cause he spoke to me in confidence. I 
would be a fish to violate a confidence 
like that.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fish. “Mr. Chairman, I presume 
I should ask to have the gentleman's 
words taken down.” (Laughter. ) 


Mr. Hoeppel. “I beg the gentleman's 
pardon—I would be a whale of a rene- 
gade if I violated the confidence such 


as IT just described.” 

Mr. Fish. “Mr. Chairman, IT am sorry 
that there is nothing in this bill that has 
to do with the provisional World War 
officers, This bill covers many officers 
who went into the war at that time, 
1917-18, but has ignored the 1,200 pro- 
visional World War officers. They have 
become the forgotten oflicers of the 
World War. I say without fear of con- 
tradiction that there were no combat 
officers that deserve better treatment 
from Congress and the country than the 
1,200 provisional first and second lieu- 
tenants. 

“IT am for the bill and for adequate 
national defense. When the War De- 
partment, the Chief of Staff, and those 
who have the efficiency of the Army at 





heart come in and osk for it, and your

committee passes on it, that is enong) 
for me; but why forget those other pro- 
visional second and first lieutenants who 
were disabled and shot full of holes py 
enemy machine-gun bullets?” , 

Mr. Faddis. “Mr. Chairman, I am gure 
the gentleman from California (yp 
Hoeppel) made a most unworthy state. 
ment when he stated that if this pjy 
passes and becomes a law, members of 
the Committee on Military Affairs wiy 
be getting large campaign contributions 
I am just wondering if a statement of 
that kind does not result from his disap. 
pointment some time ago when he go. 
licited campaign contributions — from 
members of the regular of the 
United States. I am just wondering jg 
a statement of that kind does not savor 
more or less of sour grapes, 

“The gentleman dwelt at. great 
length on the statement that in. this 
piece of legislation we bave attempted 
to do nothing for the enlisted man, | 
call the attention of Members of the 
Ilouse to the fact that this legislation 
does not deal with enlisted personnel, 
Not very long ago, however, we devoted 
eight and a half million dollars to pro- 
viding for an increase in rank among 
the enlisted personnel of the Army, in 
order to meet the increase in the enlisted 
personnel of the Army. That is a great 
deal more than the sum which will be 
devoted to promoting the interest of the 
commissioned personnel of the Army, 

“T want to speak very briefly about 
another matter. i know there are a great 
many Members of the House who are 
considering amendments which are de- 
signed to help certain classes now with- 
in the commissioned personnel of the 
Army.

Mr. McCormack. “I rise particularly 
to express my regret at the attack I 
will not use the work ‘attack’, because | 
do not think it was intended as an at- 
tack—made by the distinguished gentie 
man from California (Mr. Hoeppel), 
upon one of the most distinguished men, 


one of the finest men | have ever met 
during my service in any legislative 
body, Colonel Phillipson, to whom thie 


gentlemen from California has referred 
on several oceasions this afternoon. | 
have been a member of Congress for 
seven vears and have yet to see aly 
lobby from the War Dept. T have al 
ways welcomed any man coming into my 
office, business man or any person who 
could give me assistance on any pending 
legislation. IT welcome any person coming 
into my office who wants to present [0 
me his views on pending legislation 
When any person does that T do not cou 
sider that he is trying to lobby me: I 
consider that it is his right: and I fee! 
that any gentleman or gentlewoman, 4 
Member of Congress, if they are in the 
position where they can do so, should 
and will extend to such a persen the 
courtesy of an interview.” 

Mr. Snell. “I want to say 
prove most heartily everything the Fe 
tleman has said about Colonel Phillip 
son. I happen to have known him for 
some time and IT have found him to he 
a very high-grade gentleman.” 

Mr. Hill of Alabama. “I want to col 
cur in what the distinguished minority 
leader has said. I do not think there !* 
a finer citizen or abler officer in the 
country than Colonel Phillipson. 

Mr. McCormack. “I thank my ff 
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@p his contribution. Colonel Phillipson 
eaves Washington shortly to take com- 
wand of a regiment, and I know it must 
je pleasing to him to know that the 
jstinguished leader of the minority 
garty and the distinguished acting chair- 
gan Of the Committee on Military Af- 
firs entertain of him the very high 
opinion they have just expressed.” 

Mr. Chairman, this bill is a simple bill. 
We have heard Members of the House 
who were officers speak. The gentleman 
fom 7 assachusetts (Mr. Connery) was 
genlisted man; so was I. This bill ap- 
pals to me, It affords an opportunity 
for the recognition of ambition; it pro- 
rides for a high morale in our Army 
during peace times. It removes the hump 
that exists as a result of the World War, 
which presents a very serious problem 
to the Chief of Staff and his associates. 
We cannot permit this to continue with- 
wt discontent existing, not discontent 
which prompts men not to do what they 
wght to do, but the discontent that you 
and I ordinarily would entertain con- 
dstent with the full and complete per- 
formance of our duty. 

“What I have said is in no sense a 
eiticism of the distinguished gentleman 
fom California (Mr. Hoeppel), because 
lam sure that he never intended to at- 
tack Colonel Phillipson, and I am sure 
that when he used the word ‘lobby’ he 


wed it not in the sense that the word 
‘obby’ is ordinarily understood, but 
simply in a descriptive manner; that 


Colonel Phillipson, representing the War 
Department, came up here naturally to 
present the position and reasons of the 
War Department on pending legislation, 


which I recognize he has the right to 
do; and that Colonel Phillipson natu- 
rally was interested for the War De- 


partment, and not as Colonel Phillipson 
personally, in trying to see that legis- 
lation that was felt necessary was re- 
ported out of the committee, and after 
ing reported out of committee come up 
fore the House and Senate for con- 
sideration.”

‘ervice of their country. Those men are 
hot seeking money; those men are not 
‘eeking to amass wealth. 

“Those men entertain an ambition in 
the service of their country to receive 
deserved recognition and promotion ; and 
Whether we agree that there should be a 
large or a small Army, we must all agree 
that the officers of the Army are un- 


‘elfishly performing their duty in’ the 
hest interests of our country.” (Ap 
Plause. ) 

Mr. Blanton. “I am bothered about 


this bill, and cannot vote for it. The Con- 
sess always appropriates the necessary 
honey for retired pay of officers, both in 
the Army and in the Navy. They are re- 
Ured Many times when Congress has 
hothing in the world to say about it 
> We pass the law authorizing retire-

“Let an Army officer, a high officer, 
a colonel or 2 major, from 37 to 45 years 
of age, be living across the street from 
neighbors of the gentleman from Ala- 
bama (Mr. Starnes), and let those neigh- 
bors find out he is doing nothing and is 
retired for life, although he is able- 
bodied, every one of those neighbors is 
going to be dissatisfied.

Finally, near the close of the after- 
noon, Mr. Hloeppel offered his amend 
ment making the bill effective the first 
of the month following enactment of the 
bill instead of on July 1. This) was 
adopted 55 to 24 in the Committee of 
the Whole House and again in the House 
by 72 to 44, 

On July 30 following passage of the 
bill by the House, the following radio 
message was sent out by the War De- 
partment to all Corps Area and Depart- 
ment Commanders and to Commanding 
Officers of Exempted Stations: 

“The Army Promotion Bill has just 
been passed by the House of Representa 
tives to take effect September Ist. As 
the President has already signified his 
approval this insures its enactment into

“Prompt action by the Senate and im 
mediate signature by the’ Tresident 
makes the provisions of the Army Pro 
motion Bill effective August first instead 
of September first.

CCC Reenrollment Allowed 

With recruitment of the Civilian Con 
servation Corps falling below quota, 
regulations are being amended to permit 
the reenrollment of all) qualified en 
rollees for the sixth period, 

At the present time, 2084 camps have 
been established and a total of 413,000 
men enrolled, This is an increase of 
about 500 camps and more than 100,000 
men, but falls far short of the objective 
set last Spring. When funds were made 


available in April for building up the 
CCC from 300,000 to 600,000 and doub 


ling the number of camps, August 1 was 
set as the date to accomplish the enroll 
ment, Improved employment conditions, 
however, soon made it apparent that this 
objective would not be reached and it 
wis modified to call for 500,000 men by 
August 1, the remainder by Winter. 
This objective not obtained, determi 
nation was reached to waive the instruc 
tions requiring mandatory discharge for 
length of service, and also to permit the 
enroliment in the junior classification of 
unmarried men between the ages of 18 
and 35, willing to make an allotment to 
a dependent. The older group of men, 
under this plan, would be segregated 
hy companies as far as practical, Orders 


to this effect were issued by the 
Adjutant General and then withdrawn. 
It is said that while the decision to 


permit reenroliment of men for the sixth 
period regardless of the requirement for 
discharge for length of service, will un 
doubtedly stand, the plan for enrollment 
of older men will probably be modified 
materially.

Robert Fechner, Director of Emer- 
gency Conservation Work, has announced 
that educational facilities in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps camps will be vir 





tually doubled to take care of the in- 
creased number of young men entering 


the forest and park camps under the 
expansion program. 
The Director stated that a total of 


$6,000,000 has been allocated for eduea- 
tional work in the camps. ‘This allot- 
ment, he said, will provide necessary 
funds for maintaining instructional pro- 
grams in the 2,916 CCC camps which it 
is planned to operate under the expan 
sion program, It will also permit the 
Oflice of Education of the Department 
of the Interior to increase the number 
of camp educational advisers to at least 
2,200 and to appoint seventy-six district 
advisers to assist in the coordination of 
the programs of instruction, 

lloward W. Oxley, recently appointed 
educational director of the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, estimates thac approxi- 
mately 500,000 men will participate in 


the CCC camp programs of instruction 
during the coming winter. The latest 
reports, he said, disclosed that 176,977 


enrollees regularly and voluntarily par- 
ticipated in camp educational activities 
during May. 


The War Department, which has 
charge of camp administration, is re- 
sponsible for carrying out the eduea- 


tional program. 


Shipment of Private Autos 


Section Il, Circular No. 20, War De- 
partinent, 1034, has been rescinded, and 
the following substituted therefor : 

1. a. Section 200 of the act of Congress, 
approved June 30, 1982 (47 Stat. 405) pro- 
vides that 

“Hereafter, no law or regulation author- 
izing or permitting the transportation at 
Government expense of the effects of officers, 
employees, or other persons, shall be con- 
strued or applied as including or authoriz- 
ing the transportation of an automobile: 
Provided, That not more than $5,000 in any 
fiscal year may be expended for such pur 
poses by the War Department, and not more 
than $5,000 in any fiscal year by the Navy 
Department,” 

b. The War Department appropriation acts 
for the fiseal years 1935 and 1036, approved 
April 26, 1034, and April 9, 1055, respectively, 
provide 

“That no appropriation contained in this 
Act shall be available for any expense for or 
incident to the transportation of privately 
owned automobiles except on account of the 
return to the United States of such pri 
vately-owned automobiles as may have been 
transported to points outside of the con- 
tinental limits of the United States at pub 
lic expense prior to July 14, 1932." 

2. In accordance with the foregoing, pri 
vately-owned automobiles may be shipped 
only under the following conditions during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1036: 

a. Privately-owned automobiles which may 
have been transported to points outside of 
the continental limits of the United States 
at public expense prior to July 14, 1982, 
will be returned to the United States at 
public expense. Versons desiring to make

Maneuver Motorized Infantry 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—Maj. Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley, commanding general 
of the 4th Corps Area, witnessed the 
major problems of the Corps Area 
maneuvers, and was highly impressed 
with the mobility of the motorized in- 


fantry units that participated in the 
mimic war. 

General Moseley’s comment on the 
maneuvers follows: 

“This maneuver was quite interest- 
ing. Perhaps the principal lesson dem- 


onstrated is that dispersion of troops 
can no longer be reckoned in distance, 
but now must be thought of in time. 
“In pre-machine age warfare, a com- 
mander could reconnoiter along his 
front at night and go to sleep feeling 
reasonably sure that his enemy could 
nui have changed his dispositions 
greatly during the night, or if so, only 
by well known, limited distances. These 


I ‘vers, however, the first to employ 
@.. ** motorized infantry transporta- 
tion, showed how deceptive distance, 
and how significant time, can be. In 


the last year of the World War, troops 
were moved more by truck, in the zone 
of the armies, than by rail. Trucks will 
probably be used in the future as inter- 
mediate transportation from rail heads 


to the support positions behind the 
front line. 
“In this connection, it was interest- 


ing to see what enthusiasm the troops 
showed throughout the maneuver. This 
I attribute, in part, to their freshness, 
since excessive fatigue had been avoided 
by bringing them forward by trucks. 
“The cavalry started behind the fast 
tanks, in the Blue army, and reached 
critical points along the Upatoi Creek 
first of all. It was rather unusual to 
see the scout cars preceded by men and 
horses. Of course, in tactical recon- 
naissance, as differentiated from strate- 


gic reconnoissance, nothing can ever 
take the place of horsemen or foot 
troops. 

“The cavalry’s action for the Blue 
army, in seizing the McBride’s Ford 


bridgehead and taking position on the 
high ground beyond, was bold. Its ex- 
cellent initial advantage was lost, how- 
ever by the splitting of the Blue in- 
fantry strength later on.” 





Canal Zone Schools 

The following interesting information 
concerning American Schools in the 
Panama Canal Zone has been received 
by the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

“The Canal Zone white schools, 
operated by the American Government 
ure patterned after the better city school 
systems of the United States. The staff 
is made up of white Americans trained 
in the States and with experience there. 

“The report of the Columbia Univer 
sity Survey of the Canal Zone Schools 
stated that the children in the Canal 
Zone were achieving beyond the norms 
for comparable grades in the United 
States. They also reported that, ‘The 
teaching personnel in the Canal Zone is 
an exceptionally able group.’ 

“The Canal Zone schools are divided 


into elementary, grades one to. six; 
junior high, grades seven and eight; 


senior high, grades nine to twelve: and 
a two-year junior college. There are 
five elementary schools in various Canal 


Zone towns. Junior and senior high 
schools are situated at Balboa = and 


Cristobal. The junior college is at Bal 
hoa Heights. Both high schools are ne 
credited by the Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools of the Middle 
States and Maryland, assuring unques- 
tioned acceptance of credits by all United 
States hich schools and The 
junior college is accredited by the 
American Association of Junior Colleges. 

“Students satisfactorily completing 
the freshman and sophomore years at 


colleges. 





the junior college may transfer to the 
junior year in States colleges and uni- 
versities. The junior college is well 
staffed with competent instructors and 
offers two years of standard grade col- 
lege work in the fields of liberal art, 
engineering, and business education. 
(The catalogue of the Canal Zone Junior 
College may be had on application te 
the Superintendent of Schools, Balboa 
Heights, C. Z.) 

“Except in the junior college, where 
the tuition charge to employees of the 
United States Government is $180.00 per 
year, there are no charges for tuition or 
textbooks in the Canal Zone schools. 
Expendable supplies and transportation 
are not furnished free. Buses, carry 
children living at the army and navy 
posts to and from school, under private 


arrangement with commercial agencies 
at nominal cost to parents. School 
children at Fort Sherman are trans- 


ported to Cristobal by ferry.”

Kt. Ethan Allen, Vt.—The Seventh 
Field Artillery, stationed at It. Ethan 
Allen, Vermont, recently completed an 
interesting test march of its new motor 
equipment. A march of approximately 
5) miles was made in three marching 
days. The purpose of the march was 
to acquaint the personnel of the regi- 
ment with the strategic march capabili- 
ties of its new equipment and the tech 
nique of marching truck-drawn artillery, 
As such the march was successful and a 
great deal of practical experience was 
obtained. 

The regiment marched on May 14th 
from Ft. Kthan Allen, Vermont, to Ft.

Financial Digest 

The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in 91 leading cities on July 
24 shows decreases for the week of $44,- 
000,000 in total loans and investments 
and $74,000,000 in net demand deposits 
and an increase of $14,000,000 in time de- 
posits. 

Loans on securities to brokers and 
dealers in New York declined $26,000,000 
at reporting member banks in the New 
York district and at all reporting mem- 
ber banks; loans to brokers and dealers 
outside New York declined $4,000,000; 
and loans on securities to others de- 
clined $7,000,000. Holdings of accep- 
tances and commercial paper bought in 
open market increased $4,000,000; real 
estate loans showed little change for the 
week; and “other loans” declined $18,- 
000,000 in the New York district, $6,000,- 
000 in the Chicago district, and $27,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks. 

Holdings of U. S. Government direct 
obligations increased $13,000,000 in the 
Chicago district, $5,000,000 in the At- 
lanta district and $15,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks, and decreased 
$11,000,000 in the Kansas City district. 
Holdings of obligations fully guaranteed 
by the United States Government in- 
creased $12,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict and $18,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks. Holdings of other se- 
curities declined $6,000,000 in the Bos- 
ton district and $18,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $1,300,000,000 and net demand, time 
and Government deposits of $1,518,000,- 
000 on July 24, compared with $1,291,- 
000,000 and $1,510,000,000, respectively, 
on July 17. 

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended July 24, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,467,- 
000,000, a decrease of $11,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and an 
increase of $6,000,000 compared with the 
corresponding week in 1934. 

On July 24, total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,460,000,000, a decrease of 
$12,000,000 for the week. This decrease 
corresponds with decreases of $34,000,- 
000 in money in circulation and $37,- 
000,000 in nonmember deposits and other 
Federal Reserve accounts and increases 
of $8,000,000 in monetary gold stock and 
$2,000,000 in Treasury and national bank 
currency, offset in part by increases of 
$48,000,000 in Treasury cash and de- 
posits with Federal Reserve banks and 
$21,000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances. Member bank reserve balances 
on July 24 were estimated to be approxi- 
mately $2,840,000,000 in excess of legal 
requirements. 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and in industrial advances. An
